Districts searching 
additional funds for 
special education

West Valley school district 
superintendents are scratching 
their heads over how to pay for 
special education without 
encroaching on general fund 
budgets 

A study expected to be 
completed this month will shed 
some light on the subject, said 
Con Leatherman, administrator 
of the West End Special 
Education Services Region 

“It's necessary for us to geta 
good picture of what 
everybody's spending so we can 
get the greatest bang for the 
buck,’’ Leatherman said. ‘‘That's 
what it’s all about.” 

The study has been under way 
for several months, spurred, 
according to Leatherman, by 
concerns like those of Ontario- 
Montclair School District 
(OMSD) Superintendent George 
Dibs. 

Dibs recently received a green 
light from the OMSD board of 
trustees to pursue some kind 
reimbursement from other 
districts for OMSD’s costs in 
providing special education to 
students from outside the 
district. 

Two consultants determined 
that OMSD spent more than 
$400,000 in 1985-86 to transport 
and educate students outside 
the district. 

Sixty percent of the students 
who attend OMSD’s two special 


education facilities, Lincoln 
Center and Francis School, 
come from other districts, Dibs 
estimated. 

“However, it's my belief this 
district needs to seek relief from 
other districts for the cost of 
educating those kids,” Dibs told 
the board Nov. 13. 

“Unless this district is 
compensated for those funds, it 
has to come out of our general 
fund.” 

OMSD's situation is not 
unique, according to other West 
Valley school superintendents. 

“A number of the 
superintendents feel all of the 
districts are experiencing this 
infringement to some degree,” 
said Frank Cosca, 
superintendent of Rancho 
Cucamonga’s Central School 
District. 

“We need to address the issue 
of excess cost, but we should 
address it for all school 
districts,” agreed 
Superintendent John Costello of 
the Cucamonga School District. 
“Until we have data on what the 
encroachment is, you can’t really 
separate out Ontario-Montclair’s 
shortfall as being special and 
unique.” 

A little }ess than 10 percent of 
the West Valley’s school 
children are in special 
education, Leatherman said. 

“The incidence rate isn’t big 
enough for each district to have

Historian claims 
Soviet sanctions 
can aid refuseniks 


The United States should 
consider sanctions against the 
Soviet Union in order to pressure 
the country into releasing the 
12,000 Jewish refuseniks 
trapped there, a historian told a 
Claremont McKenna College 
audience recently. 

But Martin Gilbert, author of 
“The Jews of Hope: The Plight of 
Soviet Jews Today,” offered 
little hope that such sanctions 
would come about. 

“It would be very tough,” he 
said, pointing out that the 
farmers who Sell large amounts 
of grain to the Soviet Union 
would not want to lose one of 
their biggest markets. Private 
American companies are treated 
well in that country and it would 
be difficult to convince them to 
move out, he said. 

While the Jews themselves 
pin their hopes on summit 
meetings between the United 


States and the Soviet Union, 
Gilbert said he doubts they will 
make a difference. 

“| think we have to face the 
very real possibility that the 
Soviet Union will never go back 
to its former policy,” of allowing 
Jews to leave in large numbers, 
he said. 

Between 1970 and 1979 the 
Soviet Union allowed 250,000 
Jews to leave before closing the 
floodgates and keeping them 
there, he said. 

Gilbert said the press has 
been mistaken in reporting that 
the Soviet Union has become 
more liberal under Mikhail 
Gorbachev's hand. 


“Actually, numerically, it's the 
worst it’s ever been,” he said of 
the imprisonment of dissidents. 
‘More than half the Jewish 
dissidents have been sent to jail

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Board OKs move 


to boost pay 25% 


By Patrick McGreevy 


San Bernardino County 
Supervisors gave initial approval 
recently to an increase in their 
salaries from $32,083 to $40,272 
beginning Dec. 1. 

The 25.5 percent increase is 
one of four to be implemented 
by the board between 1985 and 
1988 to bring the salaries up toa 
level consistent with the average 
pay of five other California 
counties. 

San Bernardino County's 
voters approved the phased 
increase in salaries in Measure K 
on the Nov. 4, 1985, ballot. 

Beside supervisors’ salaries, 
the ordinance would increase 
the county assessor’s salary 
from $45,269 to $54,254, the 
sheriff's from $50,090 to $60,943, 
the district attorney's from 
$57,213 to $68,494, the treasurer- 
tax collector’s from $42,825 to 
$51,658, and the auditor- 
controller’s from $53,800 to 
$65,356. 

The share of the county 
superintendent of schools’ 
salary paid by the county will 
increase to $11,571. 

These are the second of the 
fourt salary increases provided 
for in Measure K. 

Before Dec. 1, 1985, each 
supervisor received $24,844. 

Measure K repealed a 1978 
charter amendment requiring 
voter approval of any salary or 
fringe-benefit increase for 11 
elected county officials. 

The supervisors also voted 
recently to direct County 
Administrative Officer Harry 
Mays to review the fringe 
benefits provided to the officials 
and to recommend anew 
package for a future vote. 

Another vote, not related to 
Measure K, set the salaries of 
the county's four Superior Court 
Commissioners at 85 percent of 
the salary of the judges. 

The increases, mandated by 
state legislation, will cost the 
county $18,000 more a year in 
commissioners’ salaries.

Nubile teen-agers are no 
fonger the only people on 
college campuses today.
